COLORADO BASIN PLAN 
EXPLAINED BY HOOVER 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
chairman of the Colorado River 
Commission, Secretary Hoover to- 
day submitted to Representative 
Hayden, Democrat, Arizona, a se- 
ries of answers to questions which 
have arisen in the West about 
compact which has been propos 
for adjustment of rights among 
Western States to the use of the 
river's waters for irrigation and 
power purposes. The compact is 
now awaiting ratification by the 
legislatures of Arizona, California, 
Colorado and New Mexico and has 
been ratified by Nevada, Utah and 
Wyoming—the seven States in- 
volved. 

rovisions of the Compact which 
divide the Colorado Basin into an 
upper and lower division and re- 
quire the upper division to deliver 
+o the lower division a total of 75,- 
000,000 acre feet within ten years, 
Mr. Hoover said, are designed to 
bring about maximum development 
of irrigation possibilities. 

“The future development of the 
Colorado River Basin is dependent 
wholly upon the creation of stor- 
age.“ Hoover's report said. 

“The lower States have certainly 
reached the limit of development 
by the direct diversion of the flow 
of the river. Reservoirs are im- 
perative. They must be of suffi- 
cient size not merely to equalize 
the annual flow, but to impound 
the excessive floods of one year to 
supply a deficiency resulting from 
a following lean year. Such con- 
struction witl obviate to a great ex- 
tent the likelihood of any situa- 
tion that water would be denied to 
ithe lower basin by the upper basin 
during years of drought. It would 
be a physical impossibility for the 
upper States to withhold all the 
flow of the river for any long per- 
od. even if they desired to do so.” 

Mr. Hoover further declared that 
if by treaty between the United 
States and Mexico land owners in 
Mexico should be given rights to 
any part of the Colorado River 
flow, the upper basin would be re- 
quired to increase its delivery of 
water to the lower basin to take 
care of this addition.

F. J. Heney and Others Are 
Convention Speakers 


At the second day's session of 
the twenty-sixth annual convention 
of the America National Live- 
Stock Associat in the Music and 
Arts’ Hall yesterday, F. J. Hagen- 
barth of Salt Lake City took the 
platform and told the assembled 
cattlemen that they must modern- 
ize their methods or go out of the 


busi ness. 

Mr. Hagenbarth is a member of 
the executive committee of the as- 
sociation and a member of 
committee on stockyards and live- 
stock exchanges in the same or- 
ganization. He is one of the lead- 
ing cattle and sheep men of the 
West, and spoke with authority on 
subjects that are of vital interest 
to the live-stock industry. 

“We must get down io modern 
efficiency and get in line with pres- 
ent-day methods,” Mr. Hagenberth 
said. “The old plan followed by 
cattlemen will 41 today.“ 

Statistics ah ere has been a 
great decrease of beef. but this, 
remarked Mr. Hagenbarth, was 
due to underconsumption, twenty- 
six pounds per capita less being 
consumed now than a few years 


ago. 
PROSPERITY AT HAND 

“Prosperity, they tell us, is just 
around the corner, and this may be 
true, for history always repeats it- 
self, but.“ continued Mr. Hagen- 
barth, in spite of this fact, if we 
wish to succeed,/we must bear in 
mind that the raising of a 3-year- 
old steer is an economic mistake 
because the selli price of a 3- 
year-old steer is 20 per cent to 30 
per cent less than the cost of pro- 
duction. Take a lesson from the 
shee n. who have stopped sell- 
ing wéthers and are now selling 
quick-maturing lambe. Intensify 
your. business sell baby beef’— 
market your cattle as yearlings and 
receive fat-steer prices instead of 
feeder prices. 

For the discouraged stockmen, 
especially those who borrowed 
heavily during the 1919 inflation 
period and were caught when the 
deflation trap was sprung. and 
others who might have a tendency 
to be discouraged at the general 
situation. Mr. Hagenbarth offered 
a humorous panacea flavored with 
optimism. “You who are down in 
the mouth and have lost your 
morale.” he said, “remember that 
the old cow will raise another calf. 
and has more sense than we have, 
as she hasn't lost her morale, for 
she is still hunting around for 
green grass.” 

Then, in a more serious vein, 
Mr. Hagenbarth gave praise 
t of Agricuiture who, 
“are with us 2. and 
soul in this great work.“ 

Mr. Hagenbarth nished 
the stockmen that credit should be 
based on solid earning power and 
“we should awake to our. 1 
nities. At present we act e we 
are doped; and, like the dope 


fiend, we are waiting for the oth- 


er fellow to get us out of trouble 
—it can’t be done—we must solve 
our own individual problems.”
